The foundation upon which rests any really per- 
mant development is education. Even laws fail to 
enforce better methods of conduct unless those who are 
the object of their intent shall first be made to realize 
the essential justice of the enactments.

country. So education and enlightenment must be the 
basis for any real progress in the achievement of better 
merchandising methods. The Automotive Equipment 
Association. is to be congratulated on its decision to 
expand this phase of its excellent work. 


Breeziness Not Wanted 


ROM the Department of Commerce comes an interesting 
little guide book for American manufacturers operating 
in South America. A rather amusing but extremely prac- 
tical suggestion is to the effect that American firms had 
better not send to South America the “‘hustling, breezy, high- 
pressure” type of salesman, who, it seeems, does not “go” 
particularly well in the more leisurely countries to the south. 
Continuing on this theme, the pamphlet says: ‘Many 
an important contract is signed over the coffee cups, and 
many a business deal is consummated in the lounge room of 
the club.” In South American countries business is much 
more formal and quasi-social than it is in this country. The 
salesman who wants to succeed in the republics below the 
equator must adapt himself to the conditions that he finds 
there. And this is true of all foreign countries, though the 
differences in Latin lands will be greater than, for instance, 
in the British colonies. We must learn the lesson of con- 
formity to the habits and customs of the foreign lands we 
are trying to “sell” instead of attempting to make them con- 
form to our ideas. 

In export circles it used to be a common accusation that 
American manufacturers tried to force their product down 
the throats of their prospective customers. By this it was) 
meant that our makers built according to American ideals 
and the foreign buyers had to accept these or go elsewhere, 
which they frequently did.
